Chriftians. Snperficial minds took, as ufual,

* Gallus was the elder brother of Julian, by a different ^ 
mother, and having with him been iecreted from the 
murderers of their relations in 537, they' wers baniilied 
by the Eittperor Conftantius into Ionia, from whence, in 
)45« they were conveyed to the caille of Mace Hum in Cap« 
padocia. There they wel*e;liot only educated Chriftians, 
but officiated as ledurers in the church of Nicomedia. , 
Six years after, viz. on J^arch 5, 351, Gallus was declared 
Cxfar by ConflantiuSi and married to his fiHer Con- 
flaotina. He then went to Antioch, to preiide, with 
a delegated authority, over the three great diocefcs of the 
£a(lern Praifedure, and from that dry this £pifile v. as 
1* B probably 
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you had departed from your former religion trsinf* 
mitted to you by your anceftor ^, and, hurried 
iWay by mad and wicked adr tce^ bad embraced a 
▼ain ruperftieioQ. How did I grieve at this infor- 
mation ! For as I coniider your good a&ipnsy when- 
ever they are celebrated^ as advantageous to my- 
felf, To I cftccm your bad deeds (which Heaven 
avert!) as much or more detrimental, fiut the 
anxiety which this intelligence gave me, Ims been 
removed by the arrival of our father JiLuus as 
i he 

probably written, Julian being then in Ionia, whither 
Gallus had difpatched yttius to ftrcngthcn him in the ' 
Chridian Faith. Conftantiiis, in the mean tiii^e, was march- 
ing towards the Weft. The Aibfequeiit imprudence of 
Gallns, nnd his fatal cataflrophe in 554, arc related by 
Julian ia his Epiftle to the Athenians.

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to delight all who love you, remetnberiQg that na« 
thing is preferable to religion. For the perfcftion 
of virtue ioftrufts us to dcteft the fallacy of falfe- 
hood) and to adhere to truth; which is priocipally 
apparent in piety towards God. But a plurality of 
Gods is produdive of endkfs diifenfions aod uo- 
certainty. One only Deity by his fole power go* 
verns the uaiverfe *, not, like the fons of Saturn, 
by lot and partition, but becaufe he is ielf-created 
and has almighty power, not acquired by force, 
but exifting before all things. This is the true 
.God^ and to him all worfhip is due. Farewell*

Philofophy had inlhu6ted Julian to compare the advan« 
tages of adion and retirement ; but the elevation of his 
birth, and the accidents of his life, never allowed him the 
freedom of choice. He might perhaps fincerely have pre- 
ferred the groves of the Academy, and the lociety of 
Athens; but he was conilrained at firft by the will, and 
afterwards by the juflice, of CoHftantius, to expofe his 
perfon and fame to the dangers of Imperial greatnefs ; and 
to make himfelf accountable to the world, and to pofterity, 
for the happinefs of millions, 

Julian himfelf has cxprelled thefe philofophical ideas 
with much eloquence, and fome aftet'^tation, in a very 
elaborate hpiftle to Themiflius. The Abbe de la Bleteric, 
who has given an elegant tranflation, is inclined to believe, 
that it was the celebrated Themiflius 7\'ho«e Orations are

Of the calamities, which have hitherto rendered 
this love imperfed:, I fay nothipg.

|:hat you mciot by thus praiiing to exhort me, 
and to difplay the magnitude of thofc trials to

diiputadons, might v^U be expefted/' But 
that Epicirrns was in ihis ntiftaken, I have been 
long and am firmly perfuaded. Whether indeed it is 
proper to urge any one t6 public adminiftration', 
who is naturally unqiialitied and of mean abilities* 
may deferve farther enquiry* For even Socrates

Perhaps for their difregard of 
death, but certainly not for their leaving the 
works in which they at firft engaged imperfe6^» 
works to which they had diligently attended, and for 
which they would willingly have fuffered the fe« 
vereft calamities. When difappointed, they behaved, 
it is faid, with moderation, not repining at fortune^ 
and derived no fmall confolation from virtue; but they 
could by no means be ftyled happy, having failed 
in their greateft undertakings, uniefs in the fenfe 
of the Stoics. To which it may be anlwercd, 
that to be praifed and to be happy are not the 
fame thing ; and if all creatures naturally defire

And this is agreeable to truth and reafon ; for 
thofe ftates ^ uriiich are governed, not by a God 
but by feme mortal, have no celTation from evils 
^ and oppreffions. We fliouid therefore exert our 
utmofl: efforts to imitate the life that was led in 
the reign of Saturn, and, with as much immor- 
" tality as we have remaining, to govern, by his 
•* dircftions, both in public and private, our fami- 
^ lies and our ftates, confidering •f' the law as the 
•* applicaiiou of the divine mind. But whether 

one man, or a few, or a number of people 
•* govern any ftate, if their minds are enflaved by 
pleafure^ and through a defire § of indulging it 
they trample pn the laws, there is no chance 
" of fafeiy.** 

I have tranfcribed this whole pafiage of Plato 
on purpofe to prevent your furmifing, that I 
quote the words of the ancients fraudulently or 
crroneoufly, and without regard to the connection. 
But what fays this paiTage really on the lubje^ I 
You fee, that, though a prince be by nature hu« 
map, he fliould, in iiis condqdl^ be a divine and 
fuperior being, and entirely baniih from his

The- 
miftius was at leail: as good a courtier as philofopher. 
Pohcy therefore did not allow him to boall, in the reign of 
Theodolius, of ha\ing been the friend of Julinq. He 
rnther cliofe to have it then believed, that, if that prince 
had given him great marks of efteem, it was not fo much 
from inclination and choice, as becaufe he could not r^fufi^ 
them. The vanity of Themiftius, which is very apparent 
in the oration in queftion^ concurred vi ith policy to ni'ike 
bim fpeak this language. 3. It is true, that the letters 
by which Con ilantius made Them iflius fenator were read 
m the fenate of Conftantinople on the firft of September, 
355, and that [iilian was not declared Cxfar till the fixth 
ot ^Jovember to! lowing; but the acknowledgement in which 
the new ienator mentions the aflbciation of Julian was, as 
appears by the .difcourfe ttfelf, pronounced fome time after 
the letters of Cotadantius had been read at Confts|nrinople« 
snd when it was juft known that Julian was Ca»far.

'Was notScipioy loving La?lias» and being equally 
loved by him, fo clofely conne^led with him, that 
he undertook' nothing without having previoofiy 
confulted aud advikd with him ? which occafioned 
tUe envious traducers of his a&ions to fay, that 
Lselius was the author of thenii and Africanus only 
the performer. The fame report prevails in re- 
gard to us^ and I hear it, I confefs, with great 
fatisfaciion. For to adopt the good advice of ano- 
ther feenied to Zeno f a proof of greater virtue

f Zeno, the founder of the v^toic fe<fl, was born at 
Citiiim, a fea-port town in the iihind of Cyprus, He 
was originally n merchant, and very rich. On a voyage 
from Tyre, wl'.erc he had been trading in purple, he was 
fliipwrecked near the Pirxum. During his ilay at Athens, ' 
he happened to meet, in a bookfcller's liiop, with the 
fecond book of Xcn(iphon*s Memnrahil-a ; wirh which he 
was extremely delighted ; and afked the booklcller where 
fiich kind of perfons, as tiie aurhor mentioned, were to be 
fo;i!^.d. The bookfeller anfvered, pointing to Crates, the 
Cynic, v. lio was luckily pa ffing by, *' Follow him v. hicli 
Zeno did, and became his difciple. But his difpofuion was 
too ir.odeft to approve of the Cynic indecency ; and for- 
faking Crates, he applied himfelf to the Academics, whom 
he attended for ten years, and then formed a fchool of. his 
own. There was a conunnt feverity, or perhaps aullcrity, 
in hift maanerS| his drefs, and his difcouile ; except at an

Yet I do not approve the alteration, as I think the 
faying of Hefud much more true.

x>nhs but includes a communion, of minds and un- 
derlUndiugs. So that what you fivggcll is no lefs 
the property of him who adopts it ; and iii fuch 
pwirrs uf yours as I peifcr;LcJ, you aic juill}^ en- 
titled to a ihare. But lee thofe actions be aicribed 
to whon;i they will^ they belong to another i and 

entertainment, when he ufed to nppfnr with chcarfulnefs 
iitkI nfe. TTii morals were irrepioachable ; and he was 
p'-cientcd by tiie Athenians with a goLIcn crown, becaiiie 
his life was a public rxnmple of vit tiie, by irs conformity 
V i'h his wnrc'r. nnd dvu-.trines. He lived ninety-eight years, 
and then lVi;!ngled himfclf, bccr.uie, in going ont of his 
ichool, he huppeiicd to tali down, and break his finger.

I now return to Africanus and L^ellus. Afcer 
Carthage ^ was deftrdyod^ iiiid- atfl Lihya was fdb- 
je^ed to Rome, Africanus dirpatclicd iLcelius with 
the intelligence of his faccefs^. Scipio was C6n« 
oerned at being thus feparated from his friend; 
jfet be did not think his grief ioconfolable. Laelius 
too, it is probable, w.is -afflicted at departing alone; 
yet this ealamity did not feem to him tnf^pportable. 
Cato alfo tbok a voyage, Iea\ing his intimate friends 
at home. Pythagoras too travelled into iE^ypr, 
and fi> did Plato and Democriius, without any com« 
panion, leaving behind them many whom they 
highly efleenied. Pericles made war againft Samos-f-^ 
unaccompanied by Anaxagoras, and conquered 
EubceaJ ; hy his counfeis indeed, for he was his

Bud, 
like a wife (Hian, he bore the frcozy of his fellow- 
citizens with lirmnefs and moderation; ihipking 
that his country, greatly, though not juftly, of- 
.fended at their conne(Stion, fliouki, like a parent, 
be obeyed, and perhaps thus rcafoning with him- 
fclf : (you mud confider what follows, as the words 
of Pcriclc^) " The world at large is my city and 
.country, and my friends the Gods and Genii» 
and all the good, whoever they arc, and wherc- 
" ever they rcfide. - But the place of our birth 
" delcrvcs refpcft, as this is the law of God, aud 
** what fhe commands ought to be obeyed, and 
*' not oppofed, left, as the proverb fays, we kick 
*' ngainfl: the pricks f . The yoke of ncceffity, 
' as it is flylcd, is implacable. Yet it is not to

\\ hatever was improper. And Homer fays of 
Achilles, His mind was iafpired intimatiog, 
that our thoughts are fiiggefted by God, when the 
mind, by reflexion, converies fiiil with ittelf, and 
rheii privately iVith Ood, withodt interruption ; for 
the mind requires not ears to learn, nor God a 
voice to teach, what is neceflary, but, wiihout fen* 
fation, a panicipation of the Almighty is given to 
the mind. How, and in what manner^ 1 have not 
leifurc new to examine { but that this ig effe(5led 
there are fure and faiihtul witdelles, not fuch as 
are ignoble, and to be clafled with the Megares* 
fians, but thofe who have had the firil: reputation 
in wifdoiti. Therefore, as tve e^ped that God 
will be for ever prefent with Us, and ihac we iluiii 
again have a mutual intercourfe, the violence of 
our affliftion ought ta abate* Even Ulyfl't^s, who 
io much lamented his confinement in an iHand for 
feven whole years, though I praife hin^ for his 
brav^iry on other occafions, I admire not for his 
grief on this« For what availed bis gazing on thd 
fea, and (bedding tears I Not to be dejc^ed and 
diipiritedby misfortunes, but to ad with intrepidity

Having thus fi>ught cotifolation^ 1 no^ retnra . 
to that circumflaneCy wHich^ though at firft ic 
leems trivial^ is generally thwght of Ho finall 
impoiiance. Alexander is faid to have wiflicd for 
Homerj not as t friend indeed^ but as a herald^ 
ai he vn% to Achilles, and Patroclus^ and the two 
i^jacesy and Antilochus. But he^ always deipiiing 
what he had, and coveting what be had notp 
flighted his contemporaries^ and was never fatisfied 
with whait was granted hiiii. If he had been ift- 
dulged with Homer, he would probably have re- 
fuelled theJyre of Apollo^ on which he played at 
the nuptials of Peleus ^5 thinking it not a fi6lion 
of the genius of Uomerj but a true fa& related 
}n verfe, like thefe.

ttepidiif tended to arrogance, and bordered od 
oileatation ; muft be left to the difciUrion of thofe 
who would eompofe his panegyric or fatire ; if any 
lhare of the latter can be thought his dae* I, on 
the contrary* always fati^d with what is prefent, 
and not in tlie lead defirous of whaft is abfent, con- 
tentedly acquiefce in having my merits proclaimed 
by a herald who has been a fpeAator and a felioW'* 
combatant with me in all bat whofe judgement 
partiality never biafles, nor prejudice perverts. 
Suiiicient is it for me to profefs my friendfhip ; in 
other refpeQs 1 ihall be more filent than thofe who 
arc initiated by Pythagoras |. 

But here I muft advert to thQ general report, * 
namely, that you are going not only among the 
Uljrians^ but alfo to the Tbracians, and thofe

To ihejoOf I am coniident, 
7oor arrival i^iU be molt acceptable, and that they { 

will tLiiik it a happy exchange, as you have left ' 
•me here. By faying this, I u^an not to in^uate 
that I wilh it V on the contrary, if you could return 
. 'hither immcaiately, by the fame cpadi I ihoa|d be 
much more gratified. But as it OEtuft happen, I 
•am confid'ering how to iupporc it with fiimnefs and 
equanimity, while I congratulate them on feeing 
you juft come from us. On your account, I re- 
concile myfelf to the fimls ; deeming you worthy 
of being ranked among the firft of the Greeks, in j 
jufiicc and other virtues ; as being alfo an adept 
SB oratory, and far from a novice in philofophy, in 
Avhich the Greeks alone are perfccl ; inveftigating 
truth, as its nature requires, by reafoo, and not 
fuilci ing us to be deluded by idle inventions, and , 
incredible fables, like many of the Barbarians. 

And now (to difmifs you with aufpicious omens) 
where*ever you go, may the benevolent God be 
your guide, and Jupiter the friendly and hofpitable 
receive you, conducing you fafely by land, and, 
if you ^mbark, fmoothing the waves ! May you 
be .loved and honoured by all men ; fo that chcy 
may rejoice ac your arrival, and lament at your

EVER reuining one and the fame opinion, I 
have adhered to what I faithfaUy purpofed, 
not lei& from principle than by the covenant of 
treatiest as has e?idently appeared in various in- 
Aances. As. toon ai I was created CsjOuTy you ex- 
pofed me to all the tunroks and horrors of battle ; 
yec» coutemcd wuh a delcgiiit^d ^uthoiity, like ^ 
faithful appacttor» 1 fiUed yourears with frequeint 
accounts of fuccefl^ aufwerabk to your wUhes » 
never dwelling en- «ijr owtt duigers^ though bjr 
continual proofs it may appear, the Germans being 
every where fcattered and difordered* that I was 
always the firft in labours, but the laft in re- 
freihment. 

^ The Gallic legions being ordered by Conftantius to 
inarch into the Ea(^, a tumult arofe (as Julian himielf re- 
lates more particularly in the fucceeding epUile to the 
Athenians); and from the fubordiaate dignity of Caefar hie 
was exalted by the army to the fupreme rank of Auguihis^ 
This epiAlcy written foori after that event , is preferved by 
Am miaous. 

He compofed, in his own name, and in that of the army, 
a fpecious' and moderate epiftlei which was delivered to 
Pentaditts, his'mafier'of the offices, and to his chamberiain 
Eutherius ; two' ambafladors, whom he appointed to receivs 
tiie anfweri ai^d obferve the difpofitions» of Conftantins,

, But^ with yqur leave, I will inform you whether 
nnj in«o?ati9DS have now been made, as you 

imagioe. The foldiers, wafting their lives in many 
and lefere warsj wiihout advantage, have formerly 
held confultationsy raging and impactent of a ruler 
ia.the iecond place, being ieniibie that no recom- 
pence c^n be made them by the CseiiaLr for their 
daily fatigues and frequent victories ; their re- 
manent has been appeafed by so increafe of bo? 
nour$, .not even bj a year's pay now due, to which 
this alio has been nnczpeQedly added; their b^mg 
prdercd to the moftdiftant parts of the Eaftcm world, 
mea accniloixved to frozen climates were to be lepa- 
rated from their wWcs and chtldren,and were dragged 
forthkindigent and naked* Being therefore more bit- 
terly enraged than ufbal, aifembUDg in the night, 
^ey belieged the pal^e, exciaiming Julian Ai -

fafety by Qlence and retirement. But no relpiieL 
being allowai, guarded, as I may fay, by thp free 
fortrefs of my brcaft, I went forth and prclcnted 
myfelf to them, thinking that my authority or 
mild, words might allay the difturbance. Their 
fury was wonderful, and it went fo far, that, on 
my endeavouring by intrcaties to conquer their ob- 
ftinacy, ruftiingclofc up to me, they threatened 
inftant death. At length fubdued^ and conjee^

turing*, that, when I was killed, another per^ 
haps would be declared prince, I affeaced, thus 
hoping to appeafe the tumult.

And 
think not that any thing is mifrepreitnied, or credit 
the evil reports of the malicious, who arc iaiccuC 
tomed to promote the revolts of princes for their 
own advantage ; but banifhing flattery, the iiurfe 
of vice, cultivate the moft excellent of all virtues^ 
jnftice ; and receive with good faith the equitable 
terms which I offer, confidering them as beneficial ' 
,1>oth to the Roman (late and to us, who are allied 
'by coiifanguinity, and by the eminence of fuperior 
rank. Thefe requeits, (excufc me) as they are found'- 
ed in reafon, I am lels anxious for your granting 
than for your approving and thinking them juft and 
p roper.

diis fide the Rhtne» or, at leaft, from Tstfliils vAo 
have revolted to us, to be incorporated with your 
provinciais and targeteers. And tbcfe, as long as 
I live, I promlfc to fupply, not only with gratitude 
\mi dcli|;ht. Praetorian prsefcAs, of diftinguiibed 
equity and mcriti fhall be given ds by yoiir 'cle* 
mency *. As for the other ufual magiftrates, and 
the direAors of the war, tt is proper that they 
Aeuld be left ;o my nooiipfitioUf and alfo the 
gwidt. for» when they can prevtonfly be 
learned. It is abfurd for the manners and tempers 
of chofe who are ftationed. by the Emperor's iidc 
to be unknown to him. The following rule, with- 
pattbe lead he&tatign, I would eiUblilh; Gallic 
fecmits, juft enlifled, ihonid not be fent, either 
voluntarily, or .by force, to foreign and fardiftaat 
coantries, and c^preffed with daily fatigues or ves> 
atious accidents, left the youth Ihould be totally 
exkaoitedt being affliQed with the recoliefiion of 
paft, and imking under impending, dangers^ Nor 
can it be proper to oppofe the Parthians with aux# 
iliaries drawn from hence, fince the barbaric fury 
is not yet quelled, and (if you will permit me tO 
fpcak the truth) thefe provinces, harrafled by con- 
tinual misfortunes, require external and powerful 
ad&flance.

The apftbafladors found Conftantins at Ccfarea in Cappa* 
docia* On reading the letters with which they wer« 
charged, this prince flew into a- dreadlul paffion $ and 
Tiewing them with a look that ieemed to threaten their 
lives, he commanded them to withdraw, without conde- 
fcending to give them any further audience, or to aik them 
any qucftions. He was very near quitting the Pcrfian war 
to march dirje£tly agninft JuHan. However, he only dif- 
patched a Quaeftor, nanicd Lconas, to him, with a menacing 
letteri and recalled hia principal officers. La Bli^te r i e.

TH OtJGH many aflions have been pcrfornied 
by your auccftprs^ for which yoUj as well as 
ifaeyi are jullly renowned^ and tbougH many 
trophies have been creded by all Greece in general^ 

and

* Julian wrote this epiftle foon after his being pro- 
claimed Emperor in the GauU ; and while he was marching • 
with his nrmy againft Conflantius. For Libaniiis affirms, »

This epiftle therefore explains the motives of his eon* 
dttd^ and folly defcaibet the patiehce with which he ha4 
hitharto bonie the repeated injories and provocations of 
booiUntius, and the great relu^nce with which* by the 
concurrence ol the army, be wat exalted to the empire. 
Indeed, of all the remajos of that apollate, noiie feemi to 
me ou>re worthy of publication and the perufal of the 
learned, efpecially of thofe who iltidy hiftoiy. For it ac- 
curately relate* that whole tranfadion^ throws light on 
many parts of this fubjeA tranfmitted to us by Amfnianni 
and others, and alio contains feveral hiftorical fa^s and 
circumilances not to be found elfcwhere* The great regard 
inrhlch Julian had for Athens ax^4 the Athenians, and the

and by your city in pardcular, whed Ac contended 
fingly either with the neighbouring ftatcsj or with 
the BarbarianSi none of her deeds are fo diftin- 
guifhed, no afe of her hcroifm fo iliuflrious, as 
not to be .rivalled hj the otbqr ci|te%. Jn fome^ 
they have co-operated with you ; others they 
have performed unaided and alone. B\xp Ieft» by. 
. mentioning particulars^ I fhould feem to draw sin 
odious comparifon, or to give an invidious pre^ 
ference, in order to ferve my canfe, as b nfiial 
with orators, who by faintly praifmg, really dc- 

ftafons why he reforted thither, Gregoiy of Naziao^i de^ 
claret in.hisfccond oration m^JW". ' ' ?etau. 

After haviDg made himfdf mafter of the pafi of the 
Sttcci, in his mmV ^gnjift Co|ift^tiU9, while Jiilia|i ve- 
fided atNaifTqs in niyricum, waitm^fbr his'tiDOpt, and 
jsakfng new levies, he ivFote to feveral cities of Greecci,' 
among others to Athens, tacedcmon, and Corinth; not 
only to engage them in his intereft, but alfo to jnfti^' his 
procedings. 

In particular, he made it a point of honour and retigioit 
to take for judges the Athenians, fo celebrated in ao- 
tiquity for their love of juHice,. by carrying his caiife to the 
tribunal of Areopagus, where the Gods Jiad fbrikierly ap- ' 
peered. Of all his mahlfeftoes we have only that whicb' 
was addreffed tothem« It IS an eloquent and peffeftly well.

{ircciate and decry the merit of their oppoaeatSj 
lUs only I will lay of you^ to which of all that tra* 
ditioQ has tranfmittcd the other Greeks can pro i 
dace nothmg parallel. Yoa obtained the do* 
ininion over the Lacedaemonians, not by the force 
of your armsj but by the fame of your juftice. 
Arifttdes ♦ the Juft was formed by your laws. And 
diefe proofs of your virtuej fpleadid as they arc^ 
yoa hate confirmed by ftill more fplendid fafts. 
. For in mere matters of opinion we are liable to 
miftake^ nor is it minfual to find, among many 
Wicked men, one who is virtuous. Is not Deioces^ 
oelebrat«:d amopg the Medes, Abarii X among the 
Hyperboreans, and Anucharfis § among the Scy- 
thians; of whom it was remarkabkt that, though 
they IWed in nations notorionfly unjuft, they 
nevertbelers cultivated juflice ? The two lall fin« 
cerely ; the firft pr9mj^ted by intereft to dif-

Of many inftancei 
that have occurred amoiig you it may be (ufficicnc 
to mention one. When Themiftocles after the 
Periian War, had formed a plan of privately fetting 
fire to the naval aribnals bf the Greeks, ftnd dared 
oot publickly to propofc It, but faid, he would 
tommunitate the fecret to any one whom the 
people by their fuffrages would eM, they 
liamed Aridides. He, on heariog the propofal^ 
concealed the pardcuiars^ and only informed 
the people, that ^' nothing could be ihore advan- 
tageous^ but at the fame tiine more unjufl;, thaii 
the advice of Therai flocks." Upon which, the 
ti^ immediateiy difclaimed and declined its t- 
fignal inftance of magnanimieyy and highly be- 
coming a people educated under the eye of the 
Wifeft Goddefs! 

If thefe things happened amoug you lo ancient 
times, and a fmall fpark, as it wer^^ of the tirtae 
of your anccflors lias ever fince been prefer ved, 
yon oaght, when yon hear of, any great adion,* to 
confider, not the fnrprifing fmgularity of it, like 
that of a man walking with as much itrength and 
agility as if he had wings, but whether its motivef 
were juft and right. And if fo, both in paiblic 
and private it will receive your deferved applaufe ) 
If not, it will with realoa be difrcgardcd and con- 
demned* Nothing is fo nearly allied to wifdom as

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any of ouc frieods, being admitted torn; vvher 
fecloded from all liberal ftudies^ and debarred all 
iatercourie with families of rank, we were forced 
to aflbciate only with our domefties i From thence* 
by the affiftance of the Gods, I was at length 
happily releafeds but my brother was moft unforta- 
patcly inveigled to court. If there was any thing 
nifiic and unciviiifed in his deportmeat it was 
owing to that mountainous education. He there* 
fore who doomed us to it is juftly chargeable with 
the blame. Thanks be to the Gods, philofopbjr 
has purified me ; but this bleillog was denied to 
my brother. For after he had exchanged the 
country for the court, and had been invefted with 
thepurplCf he immediately became an objeA.of 
envy ; nor did that envy ceafe, till, not contented 
with ftcippiog him of the purple, it had accom* 
pliihed his deftruftion. Yet though he might be

worthy to live* Attd even allowrng the expedience 
of depriving him of Irfe, he (houlcl not have been 
denied the ufual privilege^ of criminals, that of 
beino: heard in his Ovvu defence* The law does 
not forbid him who has the right of imprifoning 
robbers to put them alfo to death ; deprived of 
all their honours, and reduced from a princely to a 
plebeian rank, it fays, that they fliall be executed 
ivithout atrial. What if he could have produced 
the perfons who impeached thefc traitors * ? For 
in fome of their letters that were fliewn him, 
heaven knows what charges were contained ! Thus, 
inccnfed by an unbecoming weaknefs, he was raOily 
betrayed into paffion. He di^ nothings however, 
that deferved death ; but, you may fa^j, that it is 
a rule univerfal, both among Greeks and Bar- 
barians, that he who has received nicty revenge an 
infuU. True — yel Conitantius revenged it too fe- 
▼erely. But he did nothing more than is ufual. 

It is ufual," he once faid, " for an enemy, when 
" enraged, to go any lengths." But to gratify an

It was not enough for Julian to have delivered the pro- 
vinces of Gaul from the Barbarians of Germany. He af» 
pired to emulate the glory of the firft and moft^ iUuilrious 
of the EmperOTs ; after whofc example, he compo&d hts 
own Commentaries of the GslUc war. Caefar has related, 
with conicious pride^ the manner in which he twice palTed 
the Rhine. Julian could boa(l, that, before he tflumed 
'the titb of Anguihis, he had carried the Roman eagles 
beyond that great river in thtee fnceefiiftil' expeditions.

to attack me. One of the officers who attended

After this, what was my condudl co- 
wards CooRantius I In my letters * to him, eyen 
to the prefent hour, 1 have never affumcd thft title 
which the Gods have given ^tee, only dyling my- 
felf Ca;iar ; and I prevailed on the foldiers to Uvear 
to me, that thej would attempt nothing farther^ if 
he would fuflfcr rae to dwell peaceably in the 
Gauls, and ratify all that had been done* Add 
to this» the legions that were with me fent him as 
linked letter, urging a reconciliation between us.

X A^er Julian had dlfmiiied Leonas, aod fent a new em-* 
baAy to the Eaftern court, that he might keep bis troops 
in exerctfe, and preierye the reputation they had g^nid, 
he paired the Rhine for the fourth time, fubdued th6 
Attuarit, a nation of the Franks^ who ftill made inciirfions 
into paul; and, repafHog the Rhine, reviewed and (Irength- 
ened all the garritons in the frontier towns, as f4r as the 
eountry of the Ranraci (now the caiitqn of Bafil) ; from 
' 'whence he repaired to Be^in^on, and then to Vienne, 
where he kept his winter r^uaVters. Before the conclufion 
of the winter, the Germans under king Vadomar, havmg 
revolted and pillaged Rheetia (now the country of the 
Grifons), he feized and banilhed that prince, and paffing 
The Rhine for the fifth and laft time, furprifed the Bar- 
barians, and forced them to fwear to a peace, which thej 
pcyer prefunM to violate again during his life.

Julian immediately haftcjacd towards Conftan it pie, 
yrhich be entered, accompanied by the fenate, ioldiers, 
and peoj>la| oii Dec« i x. La Bi.st^»i£.

eluded from the empire. But this palTage of Julian in* 
forms us of two things ; i* That if ConAantine gave his 
nephew Hannibalianus the title of King, with Armenia 
the Le!?, Fontus, and Cappadocia, it was on account of 
his n).ii ii igt with Conftantina, on whom, beiides, he con- 
fcrretJ the title of Aiii^uila, uikI a right tu \vc;ir \ hc diadem, 
2. 'i'iiat ir lie raileti Dahnatius, the brother of liaani- 
balianus, to the dignity of Cxfar, and gave him Thrace, 
^'lacedonia, and Achaia, it was becaufe Dalmatius was to , 
eipovifc Helena, who was then a child. Hannibaliinus and 
Dalmativ.s were incliuied in tlie mafTacre which followed 
the death 'jf Conilaniine. One fault of that able poli- 
tician, a fault much niofc i'eal than that with which Julian 
here reproaches him, is that of having raifed his brothers 
and his qephcws to fiich a height as to make them for- 
xnidabie to his children. If he could imagine that he 
fhould have autho ity enough over both to prevent the 
iil'iia! tfitxts of jcaloufy and ambltiop during his life, fhould 
he hyve flattered himfcif ti)at ihey would haye ;uch refpeCt 
to his memory as to remajn within t|ie ijmifs which he had 
prefcribed them ? The grcntefl princes o^ght ^|wa.^s tQ 
think that they will not reign after their deatiis.

his ignorance, that he thought nothing neceflar^ 
but riches ; nor in that art had be much expe* 
vience, having acquired it, not by any fixed prin* 
ciple, but rather by ufe and habit, like empirics, 
\fha hy pra&ice only core difeafes^ and confe-^ 
quently muft be ignorant of many. Thus thkik- 
iag that the number of his fons would fufEciently 
iecure the continuance of his family, he ufed no 
^deavour to make them virtuous *• 

This was the firil cnrigin of thdr dtflenlions. 
For .each of them defiring, like his father, to have 
great jriches, and fingly to pofieft all^ attacked his 
brother. The calamities occaiicuied ^ their folly 
^.d ignorance extended alfo to thdr neareft re- 
lations, who had had no better education. A ge- 
neral flaughter enlued^ fo as to realifq bj divine 
' ^rengeance the moft tragical cataftrophe. They 
jdivided their patrimony by the fword, and every 
{bing was thrown tnte confufion* The fons de- 
ftroyed the temples of their anceftors, which be- 
fore mdeed had been defpifed by their father, and 
gripped of their offerings, dedicated by many, but 
chiefly by bis foriefatbers* .But when they deflroyed 
the temples, they repaired the old and erefted new 
^ep ttichres f, as if ^y h4d foreie^p^ that for their

Being apprifed of the numerous calamities which 
had befallen his relations and coufins, he was 
fo terrified, that be would have roihed head- 
Jong into Tartarus, had he not been prevented 
by the benevolent Sun and provident Minerva 
who threw him into a flumber, which banifhed 
that idea. Awaking from this> he returned to 
his folitude^ and there, fitting on a ftone, he con- 
fidered with bimfelf how he fhould efcape fuch; 
a variety of evils; for now every thing appeared 
adverie, and he was abandoned even by ho[>c. 

Mercury then, who had an afic^ion,for hiai« 
alTumtng the appearance of one of his young

W'iicil they arrived at the foot of a high moun-

•* whatever you pkafe. You will wifli, my child, 
fpr what is beft/' So faying, Mercury difap- 
peared, though the youth was very dcfirous of 
being informed by him what petition he fliould 
prefer to the Father of the Gods. Thus deferred, 
be could Quly advife with . himfelf, and , he could 
not have been advifed better. '' Though I do not 
" yet fte," faid he, ** the Father of the Gods, 
let me folicit him for his bed gifts. O F^tber^ 
*• Jupiter, or by whaiever other name thou pleafeft 
to be called, for that to me is indifferent, teach 
•* me the way that leads to thee. For the region 
of thy refiJence is incomparably beautiful, if 1 
" may judge of its excellence by the pleafantnefi 
•• of the path through which I have been con- 
•' duAed hither.'* After having thus prayed, he' 
fell faft afleep. During this flumber, or trance, 
Jupiter ihe wed him the Sun in perfon. Aftonifiied 
at this fight, the youth exclaimed, •* For this and

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all tJr^ oth«r fotours^ O Father of ihfe Gods, I 
offer and dedicate myfelf to tbee.'^ Then em* 
bracing the knees of the San> he iatreated his 

protefticm. ,But he, calling Minerva, bade her 
firft ob&rve what arms* he bad bronght^ Seeing 
only a fvvoid, a lliield, and a fpear, *• Where, my 

fbn/' fatd flie, are your asgis and helmet 
He anfwcred, " I could fcarce provide even thcfe 5 

negie^ed and defpiied^ I bad no friend in the 
•* family of my rclaiibns/* •« What theft," re- 
plied the Sun, *^ will you fay, when I tell you, 
*^ that you mnft neceflkrily return to it i" Heart- 
ing this, the youth intreated him, with many tears, 
not to fend him thither again, as, in that cafe, he 
Ihouid never fee him more, but fliould certainly 
periih there, overwhelmed with misfortunes. You 
** ate young,** faid the Sun, " and have not yet been 
" initiated, iieturn therefore to earth, and when you 

are iilitiated ^, dwell in fafety; return and pu- 

** rify

* ployed ?• " He,*' faid the youth, " feems to nne

The Sun replied^ Be not obftinately difobedtcnt,

^ too I atteft^ O Father Jupiter, diipole of me 
^ abfolutely as you pleafe/ After this, Mer^ 
Cttiy, again appearing, inipircd him with ad* 
dttional courage. Fornov? he thought he had 
lound a guide in his return, and during the time 
that he was to pafs on earth. 

Minerya then thus accoded him ; Good (bfi 
*' of this excellent and divine father and of me, 
*^ attend ! The bed Ihepherds, yoii obferTe, do 
not plcafe this heir; but profligates and flatterers 
bate enflaved him. Confequently he is not 
beloved by the good and virtuous, and by thofe 
who feem his friends he is 'injured and dif* 
honoured. Be careful therefore, when you re- 
** turn, never to prefer a flatterer to a friend. 
Take another advice, my fon. That man fleeps, 

" and cl couric is often deceived ; but be yuu 
fober and vigilant ^. A flatterer often alTumes 
" the confidence of a friend; juft as if a fmith, 
" covered w^ih fmoke and aflies, (hould, by a

•* all the Gods who dwell on Olympus, or in the 

ah:, or on earthy and all the other deities-^ fo 
" you (hall be pious to us, faithful to your friends, 

and humane to your fubjeds, teaching them to 
•* excell by your example, and never being en- 
•* flavcd by their paflions or your own. Retain 
" the armour that you brought hither, and reseive 
•* from iTic this torch, which will afford you fuch 

light on earth, that yoa will not need that of 

•* heaven. 
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^ heaven. Accept alfo firom good Mnerra an 
segis and a helmet, for ihe has many, as yoti 
^ ftc, which flie b g ft e iw m mkom ihe pleafes. 

Mercury, bciides, will gi?e you a golden wand. 
Depart therefore, relying on this armour, and 

•* traverle ear^h apd fea, inTioIatdy obeying our 

laws..

^ This Fragment wns intcr.voven with the Epili!^ ♦nThc- 
miiHus, as has been oblcrved in the notes on thai F pjftle. 
Wc have therefore publiilied it kparately. It is part of an 
epiftlc which Jiilinn wrote to foine Migh Pried, teaching him 
the example which he ought to let to thofe of his own 
order both at home and abroad. And there are many 
things in this Fragment which he wilhes his people to 
praiStife in imitation of the Chrifiiaas. PsTAV* 
Mr, Gibbon ilylcs this *' a long and curious Frngmcnt 
wirhoiit beginning or end and adds, '* The Supretuc 
Pontiff derides the Mofaic hiilory^ and the Chriilian 
** difcipUne ; prefers the Greek poets to the Jcwifli pro- 
phets ; and palliates, with the ikiil of a Jefuit, the re- 
** iative worfhip of images." 

A more full account of it has beeh given in the Preface by 
the Abbe de la Bleterie, whofe reafons for not tranflatio^ 
the whole I deem condtifive. But, omitting the offen- 
five parts, the extra£ts which 1 haveiele£led (hew the great 
' ufe wl^ch Julian made of that fiunJ firm of doBrint vtbich 
was once d^lhfered t9 him by tranfplantiog into his own re- 
' ligious podc9 bat without ttcknowlcdgment, many of the 
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many of the atheifts * to diftradion, make them 
think death defirable t, that they may fly up into 
heaveiif after having forcibly diflodged their fouls. 
Some of them preTcr dellris to towns ; but, man 
being by nature a gentle and focial animal^ they 
a1(b are abandoned to evil dsemons» who urge 
them to this mifanthropy s and many of them have 
had recourfe to chains , and collars |« Thus, on 
all fides, they are impelled by an evil daemon, to 
whom they have voluntarily furrendered tbem^ 
felvcs by forfaking the immortal and tutelar Gods, 
But enough of theie. i now return to the fubjp& 
from which I have digrefled. 

The prafttce of virtue, in obedience to the 
laws of their country, ihould certainly be en* 
forced by the governors of Hates ; but it is alio 
your duty to exhort the people by no means to 

moral precepts of the gofpel, particalarly that luw em* 
maiulment^ L^viytur emmies^ 4o g9od t9 thm that hute you^ 
&c. And, on the whole, if great part of the charge (as it 
may be called) which he here deliven to hit Pagan prieft* 
hood, was obferved by our Chriitian clergy, they would be 
fDore refpe£table, and more refpeded, than they are* 
* The ufual elogium of the Chriftians with this apoflate.

Thefe fotitaiy afcetict then abounded in Mgypt, Palef* 
tine, and Meibpotainiay as is evident horn other fcmainis 
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tranlgrefs the facred laws of the Gods. The office ^ 
of a prteft being necjeffarily morje refpe&^ble tbaa 
that of any other citizen, it may be proper for 
me now to coaiider tbati and to teach yoii its ob-» 
ligations. Some perhaps may be better informed : 
I wilh I could fay ^X\\ but I hope it of thofe who 
are naturally temperate and yirtiiou8« Such will 
own this difcourfe to-be adapted to them. 
. Xn the firft place, above all things cultivate phi* 
lanthropy ; as this is attended by many other 
bki&ngs^ and particulatly by il;»atj which '\% the 
greateft and moft excellent of all, the favoar of the 
Gods. For as tbofe who kindly participate ia the 
concerns of their mafters, in their friendfhips, 
their ftudies, and amours, are more beloved than 
their feUpw-fenrams; fo it mod be fuppoCe^ 
that the Divine Being, who, by his naiarc, is a 
lover of n^nkind ^, is delighted with thole who 
Iov€ each other. Of philanthropy there are va- 
rious kinds ; one is the puniihing ofieaders fpa* 
tbgly, and that for the good of the pqaiihed, as 
maders corre^ their fcholarsj another is the re- 
lieving the wants of the poor, as the Godf relieve ' 
ours. Obferve the many bleflings with which 
they f upply us from the earth ; food efpecialiy, 
of every kind, and that more in quantity than they 
have aibrded to all other animals united* As we 
are born naked, they cloath us with the hair of 
beaflsj and with fuch raiment alfo as is furniihed

other animal is indulged with wine ? what other 
with <ul 2 unlefs we impart to them what we refufe 
to men* WJi^t fillies feisd on corn ? or what 
beafts on, marine produ6lions ? I do not mention 
gold^ brafs^ and iron^ wiiji which tj\c Qpds 
have enrtchol U3 ; not to incdr |faeir refentment by 
overlooking the vagrant poor, cfpecially when 
any of them are in morals irreproachable, but, hav- 
ing inherited nothing from their parents, arc re- 
duced to poverty by a noblenefs qt mind which 
defpifes wealth. On feeing thefe, the generality 
of mankind are apt to arj:aign the Gods. Indi- 
gence|i however^ i$ by no means chargeable to the 
Gods, but to tiie infatiable avarice oi }is who arc 
ricbj to which are owing the faUe ideas which men 
form of the Gods, and the calumnies With which 
they reproach them. Do we defire that God 
would rain down gold on the poor, as he did for- 
merly on the Rhodians Were .this to be granted.

Some perhaps ^ay wonder 
sit our wiihiag for what cannot poifihly happen, and 
would be utterly ufelefe J fiuce what is abioiutcly in 
our power we do not pra&ife* Who was ever 
impoverlflied hy what he gave to others ? I, for 
my partj as often as I have been liberal to the 
poor, have in return been abundantly rewarded 
by the Gods; though I have never been a vile 
hoarder, nor have I ever repented of my gene* 
ioiity. I fay nothing of the prefent time (as it 
would be abfurd to compare private generolity 
with Imperial munificence), but, when I was a fub- 
je6l I rejuember that this often happened ^» 
Thu^ when the eftate of my grandmother t, which 
had been forcibly with-held, at length devolved 
to me entire ; of the (ittie which I then had I ex- 
pended and bellowed oja. the poor. We ought 
{her^fore of our abundance, to be communicative 
to all men, but efpecially, to the virtuous j and to

faYOurs. For tliey celebrate facrifices, and offer up 
prayers, for all. And therefore it is juft to pay 
them not kfs but rather more honour than to the 
ciTil magiftrates. But if any one fliould think that 
^ the civil magiftrates are entitled to equal honour, 
as they difcharge a kind of prieftly fun&ion, by 
being guardians of the laws; yet no left refpeft 
is due to the others. The Greeks adviCed their 
king to reverence a prieft *^ , though an enemy ; 
and ihall we not reverence thofe who are. our 
friends, and who pray and facrifice for us? 

As my dlkourie has returned to the point frona 
w4iich it digrefled, it is proper for me now to ex* 
plain how a prieft ought to aft in order to be juftiy 
efteemed* As to what relates to ourfeives, that 
need not here be diiculFed or examined. 

As long as a prieft retains his rank, he fliould 
be honoured and refpefted ; when he is wicked, 
let him be degraded iroui the priefthood, and when 
he is unworthy, defpifed. But as long as he facri- 
fices, and makes libations, and attends on the Gods, 
we fliould behold him, as we do their moft valu- 
able poflelTions, with regard and veneration. For 
it is abfurd to love the ftones of which altars are 
formed, on account of their being confccrated to 
the Gods, and becuule they are of fuch a fliape

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and figure as are fuitable to the holy office for 

which they are intended ^ and tiot to think a man, 
who is dedicated to the God$,, worthy of honour* 
Some perhaps may think that the fame honour h 
alio due cq one who a& unjuilly^ and is guilty 
of many tranfgrei&ons in his holy office* Such a 
one, I fay, fliould be cenfured, left by his wicked- 
nefs he Ihould offend the Gods ; but till he has 
been cenfured, let him not be defpifed* Nor is, it 
reafooable, having this opportunity, to deny not 

fuch only, but thofe who defer ve it, the honour 

that is their due. Like a. magiftrate, therefore« let 
every prieft be refpcAed, as this is the ocacle of 
the Didymaean God * : , . 

They whom depravity and folly lead 
Tofcorn the priefts of heaven's immortal powers^ 
And to the wife intentions of the Gods 
Their own vain thoughts contemptuoufly oppofc. 
In fafety live not half their days, .condemned 
To perilh by th' eternal Gods, who deem 
Their fervants honour facred as their own f. 

And again, in another place, the God fays. 
For all ray fervams by deftruftive vice, &c. 
and declares, that for that he will inflid puniih- 
ments upon them* As there are many fuch fayings

If atiy one 
therefore thinks me in thefe matters an inflrucior 
vrovtbtf of credit, let him revere akid obey thd God, 
and pay diftingiiiflied honour to the priefls. 

What a prieit oogbt to bt^ I will now endeavour 
to tti^kdti ; ilDt on yotir account (for Had I not 
been firiiily perfuaded, not only by the tellimony 

Tif oar chief ^, bot by that of the fupreme Oods, 
that you would ably difcharge this office, as fai as 
yoar will ahd inclination ar(i coocerned^ I ihould 
not have ventured to ehtnift to yon :i work of fuch 
importance) but that you may in(lru& others in 
your neighbo«rli6baj bdtfi ih town- and (HMmtry, 
by ilronger arguments, and with fuperior autho* 
rity, as not being merely y6nt private ieatiments, 
or your own practice only, but as being alfo my 
ppinioo, who^ in what' relate to the Gods, ieein to 
be Supreme Pontiff |, and though by no means

If, by their excellent power, they 
can correfi all the diilurbances and nionilrous 
abufes that happen in this life» how much more 
in the other (where the contending parts are diC- 
united^ the immortal foul being feparated, and 
the body dead), will they be able to perform all 
the promifes that they have made to mankind I 
Knowing therefore that the Gods have alBgned to 
their pncfts great rewards, let us make thofe vehofe 
lives are conformable to their examples, which 
ought to fpeak to the vulgar, fponlbrs in every 
thing foe their dignity. This we muft begin with 

piety towards the Gous. Thus it becoaics us to 

jninifter to them as fuppofmg them prcfent and 
feehig m (thi^ugh we fee not them), and, with • 
%ht iuperior to every kind of fpleador^ pene* 

porors (as hat been obierved by Spanheim, from aneient 
marbips, coins, See* O^f* ^ JmU Orai. I. p. 2^8.) retainc4 
this dignity till the teign of Gratian,

For prieiU ought not only to abftaia 
from aU hn^re and immodeft praftices, but alfo 
from ail. fuch words and fights. Far, therefore, 
from us be tU licentious jells, and all fcurriloul 
difcourfe J. That you may more clearly under* 
ftapd my ipeamng, let no prieft read Archiiochus

How little Julian obferved this rale himfelf will be evi- 
dent to any one from feveral of his works, in which 
hiore than once alludes to the fayings both of Archilochot 
•nd the old comic* poets, but particularly from theCaefarf 
^d the Mifopogon, which are not only feaibiifld with far* 
caihos and jokes, but alfo abound with feoffs more cutting 
snd ievere than any of the lambict of Archilochuf or Hip« 
ponax* So that whatvCyril faid, in his. books againft him^ 
was not undeferved, that he ftttdtoufly covets the reputa* 
*^ tion of great and rarious eruditbn.'* SpAifiCEiM.

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alone, of thofe k&s cfpeclally which boaft the 
Gods as the firft promnlgers of their dodrine, fuch 
IS thofe of Pythagoras *, Plato, and Ariftotlc, and 
alfo thofe who follow Chryfippus f and Zeno %• 
Not that we (hould liften to all, or to the tenets 
of them all, but to thofe tenets only which are 
prodtifti?e of piety: and as td the Gods, thefe 
teach us, firft^ that they are ; fecondly, that they 
regard things below § ; and kftlyt that they do not 
the leail evil to men or others, or are envious, 
flanderous, or coateatious, as has been related by 
our poets, bijt for which they are defpifed, while 
the Jewilh prophets, for ftrongly averting the 
fame, are admired by thofe wretches who adhere 
to the Galileans ||* To us thofe hiitories are moft 
fiiitable whicb relate feal fafibs ; but let thofe ficr 
tions, which the ancients have compofed in the 
(osm of htftories* be avdded ; fuph as love-tales,

He denied the natund relation of nii'.nkind to each other, 
tan^hr irrt:lij;ion and injiillicc, and his principles led tq 
opprciiion, aduiteryy and murUer^ ia the o^ipion of £pic« 
tet'is nntl other*. 

§ Pyrrl'io, the founder of the of the Pyrrhonills [of 
Sceptic?], was born at Klis, and tlourifhcd about the time 
of Alexander. [He was contemporary alfo with Epicum^ 
and Theophr.iflus.] He held, that there is no di^KrcDde 
between juil and unjui^y |^oo<i and ^yU ^ that all things are ' 
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indeed ha?e wifely aboliflied .thcna, many of ihelr 
.wriciiigs being loft * ; but it cannot be improper to 
mention ihem,for the fake of example^ to fliew what 
fciod of books the priefts ought principally to ihan. 
And if books, mucK rather ftiould thoughts, hz 
avoided. For the guilt of the miod^ and that of 

equally indiffereot^ uocertaio^ and undiftingui^ibk f that 
neither our fenfes nor underftaading give us either a true 
or a fali^ information : therefore, ^that we ought to give 
them no eredit, but to rera&nn without opinion, without 
motion, without inclination; and to (ay of every things 
*that It no more is than it is not ; that it is no more one 
thing than another ; and that againft one reafon there is 
always an eqnal reafon to be oppofed. His life is fatd t0 
have heen conformable to his principles ; for that he never 
avoided any thing ; and his friends were obliged to follow 
him, to prevent bis ninninjr under the wheels of a coach, 
or wr.! king down a precipice. But theie llorics perhaps are 
notiiiag but mere invention, formed to cxpofe tlie ablur- 
dities of his lyllem. OiiCe, when he i'wv his maftcr An- 
axarchus fallen into a ditch, he pafled by liiin, uithoiit 
offering him any afTiilaiice. Anaxarchiis was confiilent 
cnongh with his principles not to fuSer Pyrrho to be I '.iaied 
fur this tianqui! bcha\ iour ; which he juf^ificd, a buidable 
inftance of indifTerence, and wnnt ot aficaion. A fine 
picture this of fceptical friendihip !

The liym"5 therefore of the Gods IhoulJ be 
learned} which are many and beautiful, compofec] 
both by ancients and moderns ; and chiefly thole 
l^hicli are fung in the temples, f 6r moil of theu^ 
the Gods .have by fupplicaiions been induced to 
deliver ; though forae, the efFufion? of divine iofpi- 
ration, and of fouls inacceffible to evil, have been 
made by iren in honour of the Gods. Thcfe de- 
ferve to be itudied; and the Gods (hpuld fre« 
l^ucnrly be addreffed, in private as well in 
])ublici generally three times a day; ott at leaftji 
at the davirn, and in the evening. Nor is it proper 
for a prieft to pafs a whole day and night without 
a facrifice ; for as the dawn is the beginning of 
the day, lb is the evening of the night 5 and 
therefore it is reafonable to offer the firft-fruits, as 
it were, of both ihcle intervals to the Gods when 
we reft from our prieftly fun£iion. T^e rites that 
are performed in the temples are performed in 
obedience to the laws of our country, and neither 
more nor lefs is required than they prefcribe. 
Tbefe are the property of the Gods. Therefore to 
render them the more propitious, we (hould 
imitacc their nature: And indeed if we confilkd 
of fouls only, as the body would then be no ob^^ 
ftmftion to us, it might be proper to prefcribe a 
- paicicukr mode of life to the priefts* £ut Unce 

tl^C 
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the prieds do not merely confiil of fouls tbat' 
which they are to iludy in the time of their mi« 
Biftratton is not the whole cf their employment. 
What thea is allowable to one wlio is appointed 
CD the pried I y oi&ce at the feafons when he is not 
engaged in his facred yocatiofi ? I am of opinion 
that a prieft (hpuld in every refpe^ be immaealatey 
both by night and day ; that he fhpuld purify 
himfeif every night with tbofe luftratfops that our 
ordinances require; and that be (hould cqnfine him* 
feif within the precin(5!s of the temple as many days 
as the laws enjoin* To us at Rome thirty days f 
are commanded; other places differ. All thofe 
days he ibould refide^ I think| and philofophife ia 
fhe temple; and not go either home, or to the 
forum ; nor fee even a magidrate, except in the 
temple ; but takeppon himftif the fuperintendence 
pf divine worlbip, and infped and regulate the 
whole. Thofe days being completed, when ano- 
ther has fucceeded to his oirice, and he returns to 
the ordinary bufinefs of iife^ let him freely refort

Let me add, ibat I think it becoming for the. 
priefts to wear in the temple, dnrmg their niiiii-* 
ilration^ a mod magnificent habit^ but out of it a 
common plain drefs. For it is abfard to pervett 
what is given us in honour of the Gods to the pur- 
pofbs of pride and vanity. And therefore in the 
forum VYC ihouid renounce our coftly veftments, 
and totally relinquiib all ollentauon. The Gods, 
aKimtring the modeft'y of Amphiaraus, though they 
had doomed that army to deftrudioDt in whicb^ 
apprifed of this decree, he ferved, and thereforo 
his fate was inevitable, removed him from this life 
to another, and gave him a divine inheritance* Fot 
when all ihe chiefs who befieged Thebes infcribed 
devices on their fliields f before they were forged, 
and thus ercfted trophies, as it were, on the ca- 
lamities of the Cadmeans |, this converfer with the 
(Bods went on that expedition with armour unin*

At obicene theatrical entertainments let 
not a prieft by any means be preient; nor admit 
them in his own houfe ; as nothing can be more 
nnbcoooiing. And if fuch exhibitions, could be 
totally baniflied from the ftagc, and if all houfes 
could be kept ^ure from Bacchus I would uie 
myutmoft endlavoars to eSeft fuch a reform. But 
^ i think this'fcarce pofliblc» and^ if it were, th4C 
it might not be expedient, I have abandoned that 
Vain purfuit. I think it^ however, highly proper 
for prtefts to abfent themfelves from theatres, and 
tp leave their laicivioLiiaefs to the people. Let no 
prieit therefore enter the theatre, nor ibrm a 
friendly connexion with any a£lor, or charioteer -f*,

'Below 
the tnoc^, in tfie higfaeft region of the air, s 
(epafl was given to the Csefars. Thither thcjr 
werewaftedy aad there the)r*^dre'baoyed up, bj 
the lightnefs of the boJks vviih which chcy vyerc 
in veiled, aikd the revolution of the moon*^ Four 
coisiclies 'f', of cxquifkfe iArofkinanihIp> werefprcad 
for fhe iupeiior Deities. That of Saturn was 
fcpmed of polifhed' ebdiiy;- whidi' reiieded fuch a 
di?Ine luftrc as was iniupportable. For on^ view- 
ing this ebony the eye was as much daaaled by the 
exeefs of light, as it is*by gazing ftedfaftly on the 
fun. That of Jupiter was more fplendid than 
ftlver, arid too white to be gold, but whether this 
Ihouid be called ekdrum \y or what other name

On the beauty of the Gods Mercury 
did QQ|^defcant ; as tha^ be iaidt tranfoended aiy 
faculties, and was impoffiblc for him to exprefs* 
i^or^no teriDs level to my comprehenfipn,^ however 
eloquent, could foffieiencly. extol or dp juilice to 
the iQitaitable beauty of. the Gods. 

ThconeSy 43r couches^ were prepared for all the 
other Deities, according to their fenioricy. As to 
this, there was no difagreement; for^ as Homery 
inftruAed, no doubt, by the * Mufes themfeWes, 
obferves, \* each God has his own throne aflignoi 
'1 him, where be^s^rmly and inmioveably fixed ^•'^ 
When therefore they rife at the entrance of their 
Father, they never confound or change their 
feats, or infringe on thofe of others. Every one 
knows bis proper ftation. '* . , * > 

Thus all the Gods being feated in -a circle, 
Silenus f fuadiy placed himfelf near young and 
' • * ' beautiful 

juftice to the providence of the prefent moft auguf^ Sove- 
reign of Great Britain ; #lio, in this and many other vc* 
fpeas, may be compared to that moft excellent and virtuous 
Emperor. Clarke. 

Julian (as will be obCetved in the iisquei) has not done 
juilice to this prince. 

I do not recoll^£t this paffaf^ in Homer, noriias the 
Index ot Seberus enabled me to find it.

fool and madman ! highly exalted as thou wcrt, 
thou didll not govero tor thyfdf^ but gavelt 

of Herodian* an author by no means exad, but agree- 
able and intereiling, whom two traoflations, one in I^tm, 
the other in French, as^good at leaft as the ot iginaU have 
put within the reach of every one. Herodian difcovers an 
extravagant prejudtce againft the Emperor Alexander, for 
whtaiiwe might perhaps be able to account, if the hidonaii 
were known to us otherwife than by his work* ' It were to 
be wiflied that a pen as brilliant as his would endeavour to 
re-eftablifli the memory of a prince in all refpe&s the moft 
amiable and accomptiQied that is mentioned in ancient hiP^ 
torj'. He wanted neither courage nor firmncfs. If he 
had a great deference for his mother Mnmmca^ It was as 
inucli owing to his difcernment as to his gratitude and 
tcndcrncls tor her. The occonomy with which they arc 
rcproaclictl whs a virtne more neccliaiy than ever in the 
fiate to whu-h Oic. Icniclcf'; prodigality of Elagabalus had 
reduced the liijanccs. Aic>.aiider died at twenty-nine years 
of age, r.r.d conlequcntly was younger than Trajan, T. 
Antoninus, and Marcus AutlIuis were when they afcendcd 
the throne ; and yet he deferves at leaft to be coinpaicd 
with them. Julian has iullowed the Memoirs of Herodian ; 
T'lul, behdes, it nio\i!d not be forgotten, that Mammea 
V. as probably a ChriHinn ; that Alo^anucr, inftead of per- 
ieciitinf; tl:c Chrilliani, woilhipped Jefns Chriil, whojCc 
iiatue he honoured, in his oratory, with thole ot Apollo- 
nian lyaniEUs, Abraliam, and Orph.^*'is ; that he h-'.d a 
ilefi^n ot building a temple ro fcfus Chriit, and of caiiung 
hi.ii :o br received among ui^ deiiies adored by the Ro- 
mans. 'J'his -A as more tlian i'lilHcicnt to make Alexander 
defpifcd by Julian. An.ong the ftrokcs of fatire which 
;ire couehcd under the name of Syrian^ which he gives to 
the ion of Mammea, and which, however, he di^ not 4c- 
ferve, except by his birth, i have no doubt that Julian in- 
.cludes the ciiaracler of a worfliipper of Jefus Chriih We 
know that Judea^ where the Chriilian religion had its rife, 
was an appendage of Syria, and that the difcipies of Jefus 
Chriil were iiril ilyled Chriilians at Antioch*

* Maxim I N% of the Gothic nation, the firft of thcBgr* 
barians of the North, whojii I find invcHed with the 
Roman dignities, made a fen ntor by Alexander, and coni-> 
inaiiding Ibmc troops, ccnfpired againft his ben*'ra*5>or, 
caufcd him to be allalfinated near Mentz, and ulurpcd the 
i"upreme power. Th^s ATaximin was a kind of gianr, being 
eight feet high, and with llrength proportioned to his fta- 
ture ; he was a great warrior, but fo rn:el and biood-thirfty, 
that hz was named Cyclops and Fhalaris. He obliged thf 
\vhole empire ro revolt againft him, and, with his jfon, wag,

It is fiirprtiiiig that Julian fays not a fingle word of any 
of the Emperors who reigned from Alexander to.Valenani 
namely, Pupiekus and Balbikus, Gorpian the younger, 
the two Philips, Trajan-Decius, andiEmilian. If hehad 
•mitted only the two 'firll Gordians, and fome others, 
iEmilian, for inlbince, it might be fuppofiqid that he con* 
fidcred them only as the.phantoxns of Emperors. Yet flill 
they deienwd to be named as much as Galba, Otho, and 
Vitelltus, and more fo than Ymdex. Will it be faid, that 
ibme flff them were unworthy to reign > Yet others were 
worthy; and; befides, Julian has jnft mentioned Elagabahis; 
'Will it be faid,. that alKthofe princes had a tragical end ^ 
But he prefcntiy introduces -Valerian. It may ^Ifo fie ob* 
feiTed, that Julian appears to. have eileef(ied the younger 
Gordian by offering facrifice^ and lih^tioiis on his^ tonlb, 
while'he was mardiing againft the Perfians, 
- In the IVth century, at Uteftf it was fai4f that th$ Emt 
p^ror Philip the father had btcn a Chriftiao, and that he 
had ittbmitted. to public penance i a tradition the more 
fttiking, ar the Chriftiant had » little intereft in claiming 
the murderer of Gordian. The Chriftianiry of Philip, real 
or pretended, and the manner fo unchriflian in. which he 
arrived at the throne, might have fupplied, the .Silenus of 
Julian w ith fome fingular ftrolces. Trajan-Pccius would 
i^a\c bccii reckoned among the good princes, if he had 
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ever,* faid NemeGs, * \yhp were acceffary tO hh 
* deaths I will deliver to the torn^otor$/ And 
tbu$ the youth was difmilled* 

GAllienus tbpn entered, wub bis father [Va- 
XBRIan], the latter dragging the chain of hia capr

* This is an imitation of a Hitt of Ariilopbahcs, in his 
comedy of The Birds* OaUienus was a coward!/, ilotli* 
Mf effeminate prince, a ^ood orator, a goad poet, but 
a very bad epipcror. While he was engaged in his de- 
baucheries, and amufing himfelf in Tome mifplaced ihidies, 
in fome efiufion of wit, in making fome pretty verles, or 
uttering Come good jokes on the loft of provinces, Itat^ 
itfelf was ravaged by the Barbarians* Without reckoning 
Ztaobia a;id Odenathus, eighteen ufurpec^ afliimed the 
purpicf Gallienus, to prevent fuch revolts, excluded the 
ftnators froiii all milttary employments; a fatal policy, 
which, the fequel, contributed to raife to the throne 
mere cyphers, men who had opching Roman but the name.

"I- Gallicnus deferved to be excluded. But Julian feems 
toreprcfcnt the Gods as unc^i.rcful. Ought they thus to 
treat ih- Kite of the unfortunace Valcn ; ii, who was fo 
zealous fo[ their worfl^ip ? Misfortune, aiLcr ail, is not a 
ciiiiie. But it fliould be remembered that Valerian was 
taken by his own fault, and tliat, according to the Pagan 
ideas, being a prifoner, he ought to have fliortcncJ his dif- 
grace, and not have furvived his liberty. When Fcrfeus, 
liog of Macedonia, applied to Paulas .."Fjniiius not to 
kad him in triumph, the Roman conhdcred him ?is a 
coward, and aoiWcrcd, *' That depcAdcd> and ilili depends, 
on himfelf." ' 

t Claudius II. had every civil virtue and milirnry talent. 
Hit teign la^ed only two years ; but he fignaUled it by 
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nanimity, and granted the empire to his defccndr 
ants, thinking it juft that the pofteritf of foch ^ 

lover of his country Ihould enjoj the fovcrcignty 
as long as poffible 

Aficr him entered Aurelu s -f, as if to efcape 
tbofc who were accuiing him betore Minos. Fos

great victory gained over the Gernaans, and by the defeat of 
320,000 Goihs. It is faid, that he devoted himfelf for the 
fafety pf his country. This devotcmcnt (if wc under- 
fland by it a folcmn devotcment, like that which the Dccii 
j-nade of their perfous in the time of the republic) is a fic* 
lion, control ry to the relation of the bcil hiUorians, who 
fay, thai Claudius died of a pcililential fever at Sirmium, 
Julian, hou cvci', rnanifeftly alhides to it. He believed, or 
was willing to believe, aa inculeiit fo honourable to the 
n.cniory of Claudius, whom he confidered as the fcAmdcr 
of his family. Conftantius-Chlorus, the grandfather oF 
. Julian, was the fon of Claudia, the daughter of Crifpus, 
one of the brothers of Claudius II. Thv huname of Con* 
ftantine cnmc trom the tamily of Claudius, as he had a 
j'ii'^er nair^d Conflanrina. Julian pnfTes over Quiiui'';;?, 
the biotr.cr and fucce Ho r of Claudius, bccaufc he rci vr.ed 
only twenty days at inn K T.a Blet^.* i ii. 

In his fiiil orari<^n in praife of Conflanuus, Jnlinn cele- 
brates a!fo tile eminent virtue^'* of their common anceltor 
the luTiperor L iai;di\is ; the battles which he fought with 
the Barbarians beyond the Danube, his condefcending 
mar.nerc, and that modt^ty o£ dref« which was ob- 
fervable on his flatues." 

* In Jiiliaa this was not adulatioii| but fuperdition and 
yanity.

f Aureliao, the conqueror of the Barbarian?, of Zenobia, 
and of Tetricus, completed the recovery of what Qallienu* 
had loft. If he did the (late too many fervices to be placed 
in the rank of bad pripcea, he was too fevere and too cruel 
to be reckoned among the good. He was bom in Pan- 
ponia, or Dacia, of a very obfcure family. The mother 
of Aurclian, prieftcfs of the Sun in her village, inijpircd 
her fpn, {lo doubt, )vith the zeal. which he alw^'s pro*

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nmnj charges of murder, which he could sot pal'

SiIenoS| 
neverthelefs, endeavoured, in like manner, to ridi-

Tacitus, a prince truly rcfpC(5table, and worthy of th» 
fenate who chofe him, ought to have been placed at the 
feadof the Cxfirs. I^^ever the left, he is* not even narapd. 
is the omillion owing to Julian, or the tranfcribers ? As 
Tacitus reigned only fix months, I will not venture to de- 
termine. As to his brother, Florian, who reigned only 
three, or perhaps two, and who, befides, took poflefliop 
of the empire, as of an mheritance, without being chofep 
by tiie fenate, or even propofed by the army, he defervefl 
to be omitted.

f Diocletian reigned for twenty years »\'ith great prof* 
perity and addrefs ; but he dif^raced the latter part of his 
reign by the mold barbarous of all pcrfecutions. He was a 
foldier pf fortune, and having learned nothing but the art of 
yvar, he was a profound politician, «nd had a fnbtle genius 
that penetrated every thing, but v-as itfclf impenetrable. 
He always attended to what wasfolid. His projects, though 
grand and vaft, were never chimerical, unlefs it were that of 
extingntfl^ng the Chriftian name ; yet of that he was not 
the author. He had the art of doing good himfelf, and 
of emplojing others to do evil. Being maiter of his paf« 
^ons, he could dtfguife all his vices, except pride, which 
made him Introduce into the court of the emperors the 
(^remonial of thp court of Perfia. He fhould be con* 
fidered as the founder of a new ennpire, which had not, it 
may be faid, any thing in common with that which wta 
tbuoded by Auguftus, but the name. The eflfeflivt; par* 
titkm of the provinces fubje^fc to the Romans annihilated 
fhe ancient plan, and gave the' finilhi::^ icroke totbefenate, 
vrhich till then had always had an Influenoe In puUic 
afiirs, and whofe authority was much reftored after the 
death of Aureltan. The averiion of Diocletian to the city 
of Rome prepared the great event of ihe foundation of 
^onihiatinople. / Ibid*

Diocletian liril divided the empire with Maximian, ; 
aflervvaids f\irnamed Hcrciilius, his old iiicnd, a great 
general, very libeipl, and not deficient in genius ; but un- 
polifned and cruel, wiiliout education, and without manner!* | 
They gave in conjundion the title of C-jefnr to Conftantius-, , 
Chloiijs and Maxuuian-Galcrius, and divided the Koman 
^ippirc, which was goveracd by two En^peroi'S an4 tWO 
Caviars, into lour parts. 

Conftantius-Chlorus was the only one of the four who ' 
was of high birth. ' ^Vith all the talents of his roUefjues, ; 
he hr.d none of their faults. His lole ambition \s hs to ^ 
inalce his people happy. No prince ever loved money fo 
little^ pr was fo much lpv<;d by bis fu^c^ls. Through feai: 
pf opprcfling them, he denied himfeif nec^iTane?. Such 
is the pidure that is drawn of him even by the autham 
who have written fince h'k family has been exfin^. 

As for Maximian -Galerius, furnaiiied Ar/Tjcntarius^ <M 
M the HcrdGnan,'* he w;is rather a Barbarian than 'i 
Koman. He had |;reat talents for w^r, and all imaginab^ 
yiccs, which he neverthelefs concealed a little j fo much wMl 
he afraid of Diocletian. ' He had alpofl an eoiial hatr^ 
to the Chriftian religion and to learning, and forced Pi^ 
flctian to become ^ a perfecutor. Thefe four princes gOr 
vcrned with a perfe^ union, whofe tie was the refpo^ 
^Vich Maximian -Herculius, and the two Citfrars,«.had io^ 
|)i<5clcti3n, whom thejr regarded as their father, and almoft 
a^ their God. Diocletian, on his fide, did not exalt hfm.t 
fcif above them; and, in particular, he took care to 
bad* reports, What Julian here fays o^ the modeity of 
|hat prince and his collcgues admits, however, of Ibioc 
exception. Diocletian fomclimes treated Galcrius with 
great hangh:ir:c;s ; nnd Ljulci ius, tired of trcri.blirig befor^ 
him, made him tivmble in hi^ turn, and forced him to 
;\bdic;'.tc the en ];ife. Diocletian and Hcrcuiius quitted thp 
• purple uii cue lame day ; the fail at Nicouitdiaj and the 

otha 
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furrounded him, ia the manner of a chorus j bat 

when, like harbingers, they would have preceded 
hiniy he forbade them, not thinking himfelf en* 
titled to any diftinflion. Transferring only to them 
a burthen which he had borne on his own ihouiders^ 
he walked with much greater eafe« Admiring 
their union> the Gods afhgned them a feat fuperior 
to many* But Maximian ^ behaving with im- - 
pruuence and haugbtinefs, Silenus, though he tliJ 
not think him worthy of ridicule, would not ad« 
niit him into the fociety of the Emperors. Aiic?, 
beiides, he was not only addidted 10 all kinds of 
lafcivioufnefs, but by his impertinent officioufnefs % 
and perfidy often interrupted the harmonious con- 
cert. Nemefis therefore foon baniihed him, and 
whither he went I .know not, as I ioigot to afk 
Mercury.

eonfidered as the greauft effort of human virtue; never- 
thelefs, it wat not fo voluntary as is generally iuppuied.

* Dioclciiau had fi^.ttercd himfeU' that the partition of 
the empire between two Emperoi s and two C-^fars wodld 
fubfift in future ; but one of the chagrins which he felt in 
his retirement was the ambitioa and naifunderflanding of 
his fucceflbrs, each of whom thought only of making him- 
felf mafler of the whole empire. Thofc whorti Julian has 
here in view are Maxentius, A^imia-Da'ia, LiciniuSy and 
Conftantinei 

Mcxeatius, the ibiii or fuppofed fon^ of Maidinian*Hor» 
eulius, was a prince ilUftiade^ without genititf cowardly^ 
ilothful, cruel, debauched. When be harangued bis 
foldieri, it wu to exhort them to m&ke good cheer, t6 
ipend money, to enjoy life; frmmimi He obliged Sopbronia^ 
daughter of the governor of Rome, to renew the tragical 
liiftory of Lncrctia. It is well known that he perilhed hi 
the Tiber, m his endeavour to deifcroy CoafUntioe. 

Maximin-Dai'a, as defpicable ns Maxcntiiis, -nd a lull 
more cruel perfcc Li tor lh?^n his uncle xvlaxinHi4u-GaicriuSy 
being vartquifl\cd by Licinius, efcaped to the city of 
Tarfus, ai.d took poifon at the end of a great cntertam- 
tncnt. This poifon, failing of its entire cft'ei^l, occafioned 
him a horrible and long malady. I do not find in all an* 
tiquity a death more ihocking than bis. 

Though Liciniiis had courage and fuccefs in war, he wii 
tiW more wicked than Maximin. He confidered literature 
as the peft of a flate, Conftadtine vanquilhed him, ob- 
'Uged him to quit the purple, and, foon after, deprived 
Imi pi Hfr» Of Conftaotioe and his fons more in th#

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forts. As for Magnentius he was refufcd ad- 
anttmcc, becaafe he had^aeTcr done any thing 
laudable, though many of his anions might appear 
brilliant. But the Gods, perceiving that they 
did not flow from a good principal difiniSed hini 
miKh afflided. . 

^ Magnentiaty who derived hii origia from the Frankt 
aQd the Sazuns* ferved with reputation In the Roman 
troops, when he' afl\imed the purple at Autun, stnd cauied 
the Emperor ConAans to1>e put to death* He was vanquifhed 
by Conftanthis \p, the hattle of Murfa in$s^$ and in the foU 
lowing year, through fear of idling iqto the hands of the 
conqueror, lie Icilled himfelf in the Gauls, after haVingr 
lyicd ail hiftlhmily. He had preyed Chriftiaaity, though 

was perhaps a Pagan in hi* heart. Courage is afcribcd 
to hnn, or that which often produces the fame e&Ay 
(he art of coacesling his timtdity» with a tafte for books« 
Ummgp a liYoiy and animated eloquence, andreipeftand 
aesi for the laws, wh^n they were no pbdacle to hi9 ambitioua 
ptojeds. Mo writer charges htm with debauchery, and 
this filence expnies mudh. Such vices, howcTcr, are 

!ivea him as are always given to unfuccefsful ufurpers* 
aliah, in particular, elfewhere paints Magnenthis in the 
noft hideous colours ; but it is in jiis panegyrics of Con* 
ftantios. The opinion which he forms here feems much 
more credible, and lufficiently agrees with that of Zofimus* 
** Magnenlius,'* fays chat hiftorinn (/. ii.) ** was bold in 
** profperity, and timid in advtrfity. He knew fo well 
** how to difguife his natural pervciieneii, that thofe 
•* who did not know him took him for a man of fim- 
** plicity and of an excellent chara6ter. I think niylLlf 
** obliged to make this remark," continues Zofimus, 
** becaufe fome have thought that he governed the ftatc 
** well. Let them be no longer deceived in him. Magnentius 
** did nothing from good motives, from a principle of 
** virtue." Let us obfervc, by the way, that the true or 
falfe idea which Julian gives of Magnentius is exactly 
fame which we ought to have of Julian.

♦* are canvalEng the merits of mcD, why ihould 
*• the braycft be omitted i'* What, the fon of 
Alcmena propofed was approved by Jupitef. 
Ax-fiXAND&lEL therefore entered the aHembiy of 
heroes; but neither Cjesar, nor lU)y one elfe; 
xofe up to him; fo that he wns obliged to take the 
ieat which the elded ion of Severos bad left va^c 
cant he, for his ifratricide, having been expelled. 

• What is the reafon that Alexandeir takes the feat in* 
tended for CaracalU, when there are fo many others fa- 
cant \ This one of thofe little circiimilances that give 
narrations a greater air of truth. Befides, this recalls fome 
fads. Carac .jh was inflamed with a foolifli pallion for 
Alexander. Not contented with filling; the cities, the 
teippleSf Rome, and the Capitol with the iVatues of that 
prince, with having a phalanx whcfe officers bore the 
names of the generals of Alexander, and dreffing in the 
Macedonian manner^ lie endeavonred to identify himfelf with 
his hero in fome fantafiie pi^res,- where the face was 
eompofed of half that of Alexander and half chat of his 
own. He perfecuted the Peripatetic philoiophcrs, becaufe 
Arifiotle was fufpedted of being cancejnc4 la the death of 
that epnqueror* ' La Bleterie.

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Silenus then fcoHing at Quirinus, faid, * Take care, 
^ or this one Greek will excell all Voilr Romans.'

Yet io- 
limii5 rhrou's this reproai h only on the latter years of his 
rcign. In fact Contlanrine coilld hive given no pretext 
lor that accuintion till after the foundation of New 
Rome. Tired of wars, and even of victories, he thought 
that be had atqi-ircd a rif^ht to laOe the fniit of his 
labours. Without rcmafning in inactivity, or li>^ing in 
vf)lnntuoufneis (fur, to the end of liis life, he ^nfrployed 
hmiictf in affairs <)f Hare, and in thofe of the church), 
he gave fome briHiant entertainments.

Though he had a talent for ipeaking *, fuch was 
his indolence, that he ufiialty employed Sura to 
compore his orations. Bawling, raiher than fpeak- 
iQg, he difplayed to the Gods bis Getic and Par- 
thian trophies. He then lamented his old age, as 
if that had prevented him from extending bis Far- 
tbiaii conqnefts* ' You fool/ faid Stlenns^ ^ you 

* reigned twenty ^'ears, and this Alexander only 
^twelve. Why, then^ do yoti not condemn yqur 

* own indolence, inftead of throwing the blame ori 

* want of time V Provoked at this taunt, for he was 
not deficient in eloquence, though it was often 
blunted by intemperance, Trajan addcd^ 

O Jupiter, and ye Gods, when I aflumtd the 
reins of government, I found the empire in a 
torpid and divided ftate, occafioned partly by 

* Trajan, ?r f.)id, had written the hiflory of bis wars 
with the Dacians. There n a flinrt Gr^ck epigram by 
him in the Anthologia. He was not learned ; but he 
efleemed and favoured men of letters. Vv''hen he triiTmphed 
over the Dacians, he had in his car the fophiil Dion^- . 
Chryfoftom, and, during tlie proceilion, he frequently 
turned to ipeak to him. L. Licinius Sura v/at the conBdent 
of Trajan, who leaded him with riches, and raifed him 
thrice to the ccnfulfnip. The enemies of Sura nccufed him 
of a deiign agatnft the life of the Emperor. Trajan^ by 
vay of anfwer, went to fup with Sura, hr.d his eyes exa- 
mined by the furgeon, and was ftiavcd by the barber, of 
Syra, and flipped with great gaiety. On the next day he 
faid to the accufers, Ccnfds that, if Sura wanted to <lffj 
*• patch me, he ycflerday miffed a fine opportunity.'* After 
the death of Sura, Trajan borrowed the psn of HadriaQ.

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the I) laany which h:.u long prevailed at home, 
and partly by the iafuits of the Getes abroad '^^ 
I did not hcfitate, however, lingly to attack the 
nations beyond the Danube. That of the Getes 
I fu^bdued and extirpated; of all the moft war* 
like, not only by ihcir boJily ftrength, but by 
the courage with which they are infpired by the 
doftrine of theiif renowned Zamolxis f . For the

^ By the Getes may be underitood the Dacians« Bece- 
balus, king of the Dacians, had obliged Dotnitian to pur- 
chafe a peace, of which iie endeavoured to cover the dif- 
grace by a magnificent triumph. The poets of the 
** time," fays M. dc Tillcmont, ** equalled his pretended 
** victory to thofe of Alexander and Caefar,** For that 
they ^ere paid, or expei^^ed to be paid ; but the Romans 
did not give them credit. Trajan, who was not diipofed 
to be tributary to the Barbarians, availing himfelf of the 
firft iafra^ion which Decebalus made, or feemed to make, 
of the treaty, marched againft the Dacians. They de-

No nation has received from its 
lawgivers the belief cf another life; the lawgivers have

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^rm periualioo that they lhall not periib^ but 
only change their plslCe of abode, makes them 
" always prepared as for a jourpey. Thjs cnter- 
^< prife I completed in iefs thstn five years. Of 
" all ilic Emperors who preceded me * not one 
was fo mild to his fubjeds^ nor can that be 
" cootefted with rae even with this C.ilsar, be* 
" fore unrivalled in clemency, nor Uy aay other. 
The Fanhians, till they infuhedme, I thought it 
^* unjuft to attack ; but after cbey had intuited rae, 
^* neither my age, nor the laws whiqh allowed me 
" to quit the fervice f, prevented my^invading 

every where found it« Some have not mentioned this 
dodrine, becaufe it was fuiiiciently eilabliilied. Otiiers 
have inemioaed it, not in order to prove it, which was by 
DO means necelTary, but to particiihriie it, and to dif- 
pKiy its coiifcqncnces.

fame honours to their wives, though they were no more

But 
I rather think that Julian imagined he had anfwered eveiy 
thiilg when he had quoted' iomo verfe of Homer.

It is laid, that, when Marcus Aurclius rcmovc4 
them, Coinmodijs was lo chagrined as to be ill, and tkac 
his father had the wciknels to re A ore them to him. 

Be that as it may, one of thele three things m u ft be 
allowed ; either Marcus Aurelius was apprifed of the bad 
inclinations of his fon ; or he confideLcd him as a young 
man wavering between good and evil; or, laiUy, he thouglit 
him folidly virtuous. In fhe firll cafe, the empire not ucujg 
hereditary, Marcus Aurcluu fliu>uid have- caufed t lis i-nare 
to name him another taiccelTor, and not have faliiiied the 
fair fpeeches \vhich he hioifelf had made : ** May ray 
** children [>crini, if they lefs delci'vc to be loved than 

thofe of Cafliiis, nnd if their lives are not uf'jful to the 
** republic!" In the ftcond cnfe, was . the iove of his 
country difpUyed by cxpofing it to live rilk of having a vicious 
Emperor ? On the third fuppofition, how can this prince 
be exculpated for having djepepdqd too tsvucb-^.the vhrtuec 
which he thcught he faw ii> a child ? He made th^ fenate 
confer on him, at the age of fifteen or fixficfsn at moil, both 
the confulQiip, and tht tribui^cial power, and even the title 
«f Ai^uftus ; and by that in a manner4ive£iediiiiDiiBiif of 
pttcmal authority. Antoninus had not done fo mttch in 
favour of Marcus^ Attreiiuft'hjfiti({lf I cbougb be was ib early 
atricbcd lo ntw^ .

However, if we coahder the ftatc in wiiich the empire mud 
be, after fo many civil wais, after having fuffered the reigni 
of that criovvd of Emperors and Cocfars, or rather tyrants, 
each of whom expended as much as a fingle fovcrcign, we 
(hall allow that, io fuch circiimftances, the defign of found- 
ing a new capital, and of making Conilantinople at once 
equal to Rome, the work of fo many ages, was not that 
of a prince luthciently intent on the welfare of his fubjefts.

You ought not to have indiil^d jrour- 
ielf ih good cheer, in inventing new ragouts, in paying 
fo much attention to your hair,'' The t&ble of Con- 
ftantine was ferved with magailicence. By hb medals it is 
thought that he was perh&ps too curious in drefs* Euie- 
biiss mentions Ibme white hair that was 'among the 'pre- 
fents which were fent him by Barbarian kings He wore 
gold-flowered ftufis, and-a^diadem adorned with jewels and 
pearls. What a fcandal to Julian^ ivho baoiflied from his 
palace all the cooks* who lived on vejgetables, who ne- 
gle^d his hair and his perfon, on whom the diadem fat 
fo heavy that he retained it only through pe l icy ! He mu& 
have been enraged at him who had made the ufe of it 
common, and by that means laid his fuci^eiTors under the 
^jcccirity of wearing it. La Bleterie. 

Tile diclr and Uiaijncrs, v.'hich, towr.rds the decline of 
life, he chnie to affea, Icrvcd only to degrade him in the 
eyes of iDankind, The Afiatic pomp, v.-hich had been 
adopted by the pride of Diocletian, aflTnmcd an air of 
foftnefs and eftemioancy in the perfon of C^onOnntine. He 
is rcprcfented with falfc hair of various colours, laborioufly 
arranged by the fKiliul nrtift? of the times, a diadi-ni of a 
new and more expenhve falhion, a proivifion of geir.s and 
pearls, of collars and br acelets, niui a variegated hou'ing 
robe of f;Ik, moft ciiiioiifly cir.broiiicrcd with flowers of 
gold.

Alexander immediately haftened to Hercules^ 
and OcTAViANus to ApolijO;>ut Marcus at- 
tached himfelf clofely both to Jupiter and Saturn.

called him to them. Trajan joined Alexander, 
as if. he woyld feat himfelf in the fan(ie. place* 
But Constantine not finding among the Gods 
the model of his a&ious, and perceiving the God* 
defs of Pieafure, repaired to her. She reciived 
him very courteoufly, embraced him, atid then 
dreffitig him in a woman's ,}irarlegated gown, and.

This fon, whom Confiantine finds with Debauchery, ig

Cri^U9| the eldefl of all, a pupil of the celebrated JLac* 
^VUSi and known by his trsigjcal death dill more than 
by bis yi^ories. But why does Julian place near.Dc-^ 
f^auchery that prince whona hiflory mentions as ao unfor- 
tundte hero ? Is it becaufe ke Uiought him guilty of the 
cnme of which his (kp^mother accufed hiiu ? No ; that 
would tend to the exculpatbn of Conilaatine* It is rather

Crifpus was charged by the Emprefs Faufta with the fame 
crime of which Phsdra had formerly acciifed Hippotytus, 
a^id of iatcuding to dethrone his father. Con ftao tine, too 
credulous, put his foo to death, and foon after, having 
•difcovered the innocence of Crifpus, he puniAied the fahe 
accufer with a rigour Chat was eoafidered as a otw erime. 

Tbcfe two deaths,. that of kii ftephew^ yoang 
Licinius, are indeed enormous crimes, which might have 
heen expiated by th^ baptifm which Conilantine received 
Ikefoie died. But we may judge of the effeA whicll* 
thqy pfoduced on fnch .fqperficial and corrupt minds as' 
imputed to rehgloh the faulty of its profeifors, bo,th 'by the 
Ma^hemfes of Jnlian «nd of modern in'lidets.

Such haughty eootempt for the opinion of mankind, 
whild it imfHriAt^s an indelible difgrace on the memory of 
ClNiftsntin^, iiVHil remind ua of the very di^rent behaviour 
of one of ci|e ^reared monarchs of the preibat ag^* The.

]|^'e time and the will to reform* 

, This calumny is the more atrocious in the mou^h of 
Julian, as, having been of the clergy, he muft be bette^ 
Acquainted with the ipirit of the church, with the wife 
precaiixions and long probations that flie employs to be 
aifured, of the converfion both. of catechumens and of 
penitents. . Areiigion, which did not offer to the moftmiie- 
rablc man a method of recovering the favour of God, would , 
be an incff^dlual religion, aad littjie ii:orthy of the goodnefs 
of God who «rould have all men faved. It would indeed 
favour corruption by pUjingjng or leaving the guilty in de?- 
f^air. A religion, which fliouM pretend ;o efface crimes by 
n\erc ceremonies, without reSformi ng tl^e criminal, would be . 
no more than a farce, a delpicabie paUiative, likely to eXf 
afpcrate the diit-afc, hut not to cmc it, Chniuaiiity ob- 
ieii cs the juU nicau.

to whatever abyfs of tlci^i adatiori and milery vice may have 
reduced them, with a line which conducts them ftrait to, 
God, provided, and not elfe, that they become new men 
in and by Jefus Chrifl. In all times, fome, feparating the 
promife from the condition, have aflumed, by a deplorable 
abufe, a kind of title to fm more boldly. But God for- 
bid, that, on the word of an accufer, vvho gnefles and can- 
not prove, we fhouUI think that Conilinrine was of that 
number, and that the expcdation of baptifm {hould have 
influenced him to actions for which he is julUy reprnnchedf 
After all, it is not the fault of phyfic, if, from ilic uncer- 
t.iin hope f>f the nffiOance thnt it offerSj iome are fo ex» 
travagant as to :;i;gravate their difcr^ies. 

Befidcs the llanderous imputation jnii mentioned, I per- 
ceive in the words of Crifpus a iatiricai ilroke which is oot 
undefervcd. By the confeffion of Eufebius (which is faying 
every thing) Conftantine did not enough diftinguifli frofti 
true Chriftians thofe who embraced Chriftianity only to 
make their fortunes. By their hypocriiy and artifice/' 
fays Eufebius, ** they iniinuated themfelves into the favour 
** of the Emperor, and miich injured his reputation." Julian 
therefore here means to reprpach Conftantine for having 
over-looked every thingf and pardoned everything, provided 
his religion was profefled. fiut why did not the cenfor 
perceive, that he himfelf is more juftJy entitled to the liVe 
cenfure? Neither the uncle nor the nephew had fufficicnt « 
delicacy as to their profelytes. Yet they muft have been 
yreW acquainted with a memorable ikory of Conftantius* 
Chlorus. That prince, at the time when his collegues 
were perfeciiting Chriftianity with fire and fword, af- 
fembled Aich officers of his palace, and governors of his 
|>rovince$,'a8 were Chriftians, and gave them' the alter- 
native^ either of retaining their places, by facrificing to the 
Gqds» or of lofing them by adhering to their religion*

It feems as if J>ilian meant in foine fort to confound him- 
felf with his beard, which was fo dear to him that it dif- 
pleafed the inhabitants of Antioch.

Inftead of ^bufing, or exerting, the authority of the

'been tnfvdted byiatii'es and libels; in his turn, he com- 
poied, under the title of ** The Enemy of the Beard/* 
an ironical confeflion of his own faults, and a fevere fdcirs

of'thepalacei iMidthd Mifopogd'A ftill remains a fin^ulafi 
teonnment of thcf ^efentment, the wit, the huma&rty, aijd

The fatire of Jalian, and the homilies of .Sjt* Chiry-

In like manner, Hadrian, it is obienratjle, was al&

He awaked i|i order to labour, with other iecretariet

ploynoent* He alone was always labouring, he multi*

Throughout the whole fatire he 
repreients them as perfons immerfed in debaucher}% and 
abandoned to the moft infamous pleafures. People of 
this ciiarader do not believe in virtue. They fuppofe all 
men to be vicious » and that they only difSer in vice as to 
^e fnore and the lei's. On the part of Julian, whdfeoiorals 
were fuperior to all fafpicion, it is a ftroke of pleafantiy 
to repreient bis enemies as periuaded'that bis wHcIom fuf- 
fere4 eclipfes« and making, neverthelefs, his excefs of 
vifdom a crime in him* IVL de Tillemont* who under* 
Hands the U»i in <|ue(Uon literally, and coniiders it as a ' 
f onfeffion, wbtch Julian himfelf makes, of ^is incontinence, 
.obferves, in order to flrengthen this pretended avowal, that 
Jqlian, in an Epiftle to the philofopher Jamblicus [th^ 
XLth] fpeaks of the min who nuHed his children*'^ 
trbis .learned writer adds, that Codin, in his Ann^^uities .

A magnificent church was ereded over his re- 
mains ; a portion of the faered lands was ufurped for this 
maintenance of the clergy^ and lor the burial of the Chrif- 
Ijans of Antioch, who were ambitious of lying at the feet 
of their bifliop i and the priefts of Apollo retired, with 
their affrighted and indignant votaries^ As foon as ano* 
ther revolution feenr.ed to reftore the fortune of Paganifmp 
the church of St, Babylat was demoliihcdi and pew build* 
jngs were added to the mouldering edifice whijch ha4 been 
laifed by the piety of Syrian kings. But the firft and moft. 
iisrious care of Julian vas to deliver his opprefied deity 
from the odious prefence of the dead and living Chrifiians, 
who had fo effedually fupprefied the voice of fraud or cn« 
thufiafm. The fcene of ini>e£^ion was purified, according 
to the forms of ancient rituals ; the bodies were decently 
removed ; and the miniftcrs of the church were permitted 
to convey the remains of St. Babylas to their former habi- 
tation u iihm the wails of Antioch. The modcft behaviour, 
which might have afTuaged the jc:iloufy of an hoftilc go- 
vernment, was, on this occafion, neglected by the zeal of 
(he Clirul ans^ f he lofty car, that tranfpuiicd the leljcf 
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of Babvb?, was foUoued, and accompanied, and re-r 
ceived by an innumerable multitude ; who chanted with 
thundering acclamations, the Pfainis of David the moil: ex- 
prcffivc of their contempt for idols and id(»brers. The re- 
turn of the faint was a triumph ; aiu! rlic triumph u as aa 
hlfult on the reli,^ion of the. Emperor, who exerted hia 
pridp ttj diflemble his refentmcnt. During the night which 
terminated this indifcreet proceflion [22 Oct 362.] the 
templ^ of Daphne was in flames, the ftatiie of Apollo was 
confumed, and the walls of the edifice were left a nake^ 
and awful monument of rain. The 'CbrilUaqs of Aotioch 
^lifertedy with religious confidence, thiit the powetfal in- 
tercefliou of St. BabyUs had pointed the lightnings of 
)ieaven againil the devoted roof ; but as Juii>io was re» 
diiccd to the alternative of l^clieving either^ crime or a 
miracle, he chofe, without hefitation, without evidence, 
but with fome colour of probability, to impute the fire of 
Daphne to the revenge of the Galileans. GiVBorrSm 
Julian (in Mifopogon) rather infmuates, than affirms^ 
their guilt. Ammianus (xxii. 13.) treats the imputation 
as lenfiffimus ntmr^ and relates the llorywitii extraordmacy 
candour* I^Jd, 
I do not find that Ammianus treats this report 'in the 
manner here alBrmed. All thatiie fays of it is this : St^- 
picahatur entm id Cifrifiianos tgiffi^ Jiim»ltttas htmuUi^ ftted itkm 
ttmflitm iitviti ^ttidehant ambhiofo drcumdnri periftylip. For 
** he fufpefted theChrillians to have been the perpetrators, 
** urged to it by envf on feeing reiu^antly that temple 
iurroundcd by a fpacious pepiflyle.** Then follows, 
Fereltttur autm^ licit mrntn levljimo, hii^ ex caufd confla^rajji 
JLluhrum^ See. ^' But it was reported, though ott the Jlightefi 
grounJs, that this was the caufe of the 'fire : Ttie ^phi- 
lofopher Afclepiades, being on a vtGt to Julian, and 
going to that fuburb, as he was uled to cany with him, 
** wherever he went, a fmall filver image of Juno, placed 
f * it at the feet of the great image, ^ind lighting wax tapers, 
*^ as ufual, departtd; from which, in the -middle of the 
night, when no one could attend or aiiift, fparks flying 
adhered to the very ancient materials," &c. To this 
flory therefore, and not that of the Chri^ns, the lew/^ 
fmns rumor is app'i-d.

which produce them; lb, among men. the msnmers 
of the defccodaois are likely to be Hmilar to thofe 
of their, aoceftors. Of tke Greeks I think the 
Athenians thejiioft liberal aad humane; though 
all the Greeks, I have obfatired, are the fame^ and 
I can truly affirm of them, that of all men they 
are the greateil lovers of the Gods, and moil hof* 
pitable to ' flrangers ; but of the Greeks^ I grve 
this teilimony chiefly to the Athenians. And if 
they retain in their mannafs the refemblance of

♦ Jupiter wai called Cafius, or CafTiiis, from a very high 
hill of that name in Syria, which bounds Antioch to the 
fouth, about fihecn miles dirtant. This was a day's jour- 
ney; but Julian peiforraed it feveral tin cs during hi» 
refidence in that city. Nothing was dilHcuit to him 
when it was to vifit a place revered by the Pagans. One day, 
)vhile he was facrificing there, he faw at his feet n maa 
proilratc on the ground, who hinrbly intreated him to 
gcant him his life. He nfked who he was. ** Theodotus/* 
he was anfucred, *' formerly chief of the council of 
*• Hierapolis, who, when he condinf^cd Conftantius bacl^ 

then preparing to attack you, complimented him bc- 
♦* fore-hand on his vic'^tory, and with fighs and teari 

conjured him to fend Immediately to Hierapolis the 
•* head of that rebellious, that ungrateful wretch ; thus

In the Eniddie an 
aniphuheatre, in a refervoir filled with water, the common 
women iwam and gambolled in the light ot the whole city. 
If Godcfroy be not inihaken, as we alio know that the city 
of Maiuma m Valeflinc, fituated on the fea-fliore, was par- 
ticularly devoted to the worlliip of Venus, I fhould fuf«r 
ped that the feftival of tl^e Mamma had originaVy for its

•* morality." *• A wife prince,** fays Libaniiis, (he 
fuppofed to mean Conftantius) ** had fupprelfed tlreJcuival 
** <if tbe Maiuma." But it was tolerated in the reigns of 
Julian and Valcns, and till the laft years of Theodo- 
jius I. V ho fui badc it fome time before his death. Ar- 
cadtuF, in ^^96, i-lioAcd it to be celebrated on condition 
that notiiing fl^ould be done there contrary to decefacy. 
Clement I nnjlra placuit^ «^ Maiuma;, fro*iyi)Ki(dihus latitia^tii- 
derctui ; liu tr.mcn ut jer*vetur fyoneftas^ it *uerecundia cajlii 
morlhus perjt'verci.
